I hate to try and put more on your plate but there are two matters set forth below that 
need your attention. The first is pressing and the second less so. 



First* There is a re-alignment project on the Glenn Highway between Mileposts 92 and 97. 
A I C* has the contract. The problem is set forth in the attached letter from my dear 
friend of alraost forty (40) years, Rex Close. (By the way, Rex is a strident supporter of 
yours ) As I understand it, A. I. C. needs a permit from DNR to locate its bulk asphalt 
plant to mix the paving material for the job. A. I. C. wants the bulk asphalt plant near 
the present stock pile of specified road paving material while DNR wants the plant 
somewhere else because of flood plain issues and the chance of excessive rain. If the 
asphalt plant is placed away from the paving material supply, extensive {and expensive) 
trucking of hot mix will have to occur. In addition, there is a potential danger of the 
mix being adversely affected by the extensive trucking which could extensively delay the 
project itself. 



I would deem it a personal favor if you could get the permit issued so that the mixing can 
be done near the current stock pile of paving material. I also would appreciate it if you 
could call Rex Close at 907-745-8886 to at least discuss the situation witta him. As 
stated Rex is a special friend of many, many years and he knows what he is talking and 
writing about. I also think he's be thrilled to near from you. 
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Second: My office has filed a number of petitions for executive clemency. The Pardon 
Board advises us that the Governor's Office is not addresslng these petitions and, indeed, 
has not addressed them since Governor Murkowski's precipitous actions caused the 
Legislature to amend the provisions regarding executive clemency. Once things calm down a 
bit for you, perhaps you could take a look at that situation.

The second place finish in the Iditarod 
after an unecheduled nap, as well as being passed in the last 20 miles of the All Alaska 
Sweepstakes race to finish a frustratingly close 9 minutes behind Mitch Seavey for the 
$100K winner take all pursel what the aeck, it's just a dog race. 

No doubt you are following Alaska news and may well be aware that i have recently charged 
with a federal crime of taking a moose inside Denali National Park & Preserve. The caee 
strikes me as crazy on many accounts, which is why I'ra writing you. I can only imagine how 
busy you are, but I hope you will take the time to coneider the following bullet points. 
Please be assured that the following is liniited to items I feel I can easily document. 



1. Cali and I were hunting an area North of the preserve that we have hunted for many 
years. 4-Wheeler ATV trails are obvious, and many hunters use the area. 

2 I was served with a search warrant by a NPS Ranger at my home after we returned from 
our successful hunting trip. I fully cooperated and I was astonished they suspected the 
moose had been taken over the boundary of the preserve. It was at this time I was made 
aware by the same ranger that a Helicopter had been used for surveillance over my home of 
30 year for some kind of reconnaissance . I was also notified at this time that a DNA crime 

1 
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lab in Oregon would be used to match a gut pile in the willows with the meat in my 
freezer. During this interview I openly agreed from their description of the location of 
the fcill site, that i t may well have been and likely was the moose we had shot. 

3. I have since learned that a helicopter was used to find that gut pile and a Global 
Positioning Devlce was necesaary to document the preserve boundary. 

4. After years of hunting I Jcnow of only two physical national preserve markers within 10 
miles this popular hunting area, and I believe they date back to the park expansion 
itself . The moose kill in question was over a naif mile from the only marker I know of 
within miles. 

5. When I asked the investigating officers how far they thought this moose was over the 
invisible boundary, the responded "about 600 feet." (I'm guessing they rounded up, and I'm 
in the process of trying to prove it.) 

6. The area I am accused of illegally taking a moose and using an ATV is open to moose 
hunting with ATVs to qualified subsistence users. I know some of the gualified users who 
are retired NPS employees and in one case. I can document they have handed down these 
hunting privileges to their grandchildren. If one happens to be a landowner in Cantwell, 
20 miles south of my home of 30 yearg those residente can hunt legally in the Preserve, 
and I believe no long-terra residency is reguired. {I am quite confident a recent addition 
to Cantwell moving from Missourl was legally hunting in the Preserve last fail.) 

7. Just yesterday Denali Spokesperson Kris Pitser announced on APRN that they were going 
to begin marking the Preserve Boundary with large florescent markers and referenced my 
infraction as stimulus. However I continue to face federal charges for this incident, 
after having never faced more than a speeding ticket in my life. 

8. Park Service will not tell my lawyer and I how far they think my moose was over the 
boundary, just the previous reference to "about 600 feet." 

9. in the recent publication of my book, "Cold Hand warm Heart, " i dedicated a couple of 
chapters to the years I spent trapping and hunting during the late 70s in area that has 
since become Preserve. I have now been charged with crossing the boundary in this area by 
a distance clearly being measured in feet. (So amali a distance they won't even tell mel) 

10. I have also been notified by my attorney (Myron Angstman of Bethel) that we will not 
qualify for a jury trial. What's with that? 



Lisa, just moments ago I received MORE sympathy cards from those who are appalled by these 
charges. I just opened a card from Leroy and Vicki Lausen who operate the garbage 
disposal system for our community; they say, "When we think of you Jeff, we think of a man 
of honesty and integrity, this card is not meant to be trite. In difficult times, the 
character of a man comes out . " 



Helicopters? Global Positioning Devices to find the boundary? DNA testing? Personal 
property surveillance of the fire chief and his family of 30 years? NPS deciding to «tark 
the boundary and claiming it is brought to their attention by my charges, but not dropping 
the charges? 

It is hard to be anything but disillusioned and disgusted by what to me is a gross misuse 
of power and assets on the part of the Park Service when they still need porta-potties at 
Polychrome. This concern pales in comparison to the personal insult to my integrity. 

Please spend a few moments to familiarize yourself to this situation and if you agree with 
me I would appreciate your public support.

Front page news on April, 11 was Jeff King killing a moose inside of Denali National Park. 
It aDPears this moose was taken in accordance with Alaska Department of F&G regulations. 
However, the National Park Service (NPS) did not like the location of where it was taken. 
It aopears the moose was harvested in the northeastern portion of the Park as expanded by 
the D2 Lands act of 1980 (ANILA) . Section 202(3) (a) allows local residents to subsistence 
hunt where this use was traditional, all in accordance with title VIII. Here in lies the 
problem. Who is a local resident and who is a qualified subsistence user? 

Decisions by the Alaska Supreme Court have found that all Alaskan Residents gualify for 
subsistence. The NPS does not recognize this and selects only rural individuals with a 
certain address, therefore setting up a discriminatory allocation system Jeff does not 
have an acceptable address. You must live south of MP 239 or north of MP 00 on Parks 
Highway to have a acceptable address. No other state has such a discriminatory 
management system. 

Hunting in the Rock Creek area has been a traditional use long before Statehood and ANILA. 

It aopears what we have here is a criminal trespass issue, not a hunting violation. Had 
jeff's address been acceptable to the NPS none of this would be a problem. 

Here is how it works. The fish and wildlife in ALL of Alaska, in accordance with the 
Alaska State Constitution, belongs to the residents of Alaska collectively. This includes 
all NPS lands. Because all residents of Alaska are subsistence users, they have an egual 
opportunity under State Law to subsistence hunt and fish. This has been confirmed by the 
Alaska Supreme Court. 

The Federal Oovemment does not agree with the Alaska Supreme Court and have set up their 
own set of rules using Title VTII and Federal Court decrees. The Fed's then select by 
address the group they determine are gualified rural Federal subsistence users. Jeff 
fails to gualify. 
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In addition the Fed's then proceeded Co set up their own Pish and Game Board {Federal 
Sutasistence Board) to allocate fish and wildlife (which they do not own) to this select 
group based on address. 



Since 1980 no Governor has had the fortitude to challenge the constitutionality of this 
thievery or the discriminatory allocation system set up by the Federal Government. Gov. 
Knowles had a chance and he refused to carry the Constitutional challenge forward. 



This Jeff King issue could be resolved rather guickly if Gov. Palin would challenge the 
constitutionality of the Federal BubBistence system. The Court of first jurisdiction is 
the U. S. Supreme Court. The Court would have to hear the case. 



We will have to wait and see if Gov. Palin ia true to her word and really believes in 
Article 1 - Declaration of Rights, Section l. Inherent Rights of the Alaska Constitution 
where in it states "The constitution is dedicated to the principles that all persona have 
a natural right to life, liberty, the pursuit of happinesa, and the enjoyment of the 
rewards of their own industry; that all persons are egual and entitled to equal rights, 
opportunities, and protection under the law; and that all persons have corresponding 
obligations to the people and the State* . 



The other route is for Jeff, as his defense, is to challenge the constitutionality of the 
NPS aetions This may take 20 years and hundreds of thousanda of dollars. A study of past 
Federal cases would indicate Jeff will lose all the way through the 9th Circuit Court. It 
would then be subject to possible selection by the U.S. Supreme Court. The State could 
ask to be allowed to join the case on behalf of Jeff. To date the State has not taken 
this action to support others who have challenged the Fed's.

State Budgets - Largest Component of the Legislature's work 
Large budget numbers dominate the news of late. Both the Senate and the House have passed 
their versions of the state's operating budget, which takes care of all departmental and day-to-day 
operations of the state. The total budget passed and signed into law for fiscal year 08 beginning 
July 1 was $9. 1 billion. This year's operating budget as passed by the House was $9.9 billion 
and the Senate's version spent $1 1 billion even. Operating budgets for the state continue to 
increase at a rate just above 10% on average over the past four year. As reported in past Capital 
Notes, formula programs continue to be the driving force of increases in the operating budgets, 
with Medicaid and education funding eating up most of the state operating increases. 

Recently, the State Senate passed their capital budget to a tune of about $1 .8 billion, funding pet 
projects, and important school and transportation projects. The capital budget often becomes 
everybody's favorite Christmas tree, adding decoration after decoration metaphorically in place 
of project upon project. Last year's capital budget totaled $1.9 billion when passed by the 
legislature. The Governor took issue with the legislature's large capital budget and trimmed 
$200+ million, which brought the budget total to $ 1 .7 billion. Just short of a year later, the 
legislature dumped many of those vetoed projects into a recently passed supplemental budget, 
and again the Governor vetoed a majority of those projects. 

Still these budgets fail short of the capital budget passed in the last year of the Murkowski 
administration at just under $3 billion. The House, which will likely add to the Senate Capital 
budget, will send the bill back to the Senate probably in the remaining hours of the session for 
final concurrence. We would not be the least bit surprised if the capital budget passed by the 
House crept up another $500 million. 

Look for a show down in the remaining weeks as the legislature and the governor attempt to 
prioritize capital funding. Who will win remains to be seen, as legislators would like clear and 
discernable guidelines to follow in order to avoid the veto pen. The govemor appears bent on 
funding projects important to the governor's office. Expect fireworks, huge budgets, line-item 
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vetoes, and angry legislators as the process comes to a close. 
State Chamber Gathers Strength on Priorities 

Your state chamber has been very active this year on a number of fronts. Continued from last year, the 
State Chamber has been working with Rep. Mike Hawker to enact HB 125. HB 125 will put into law a 
requirement that the Governor submit a fiscal plan looking out 10 years for the entire state. The bill 
would force each sitting governor to update the plan annually and to include all expenditures and 
revenue sources. We have thanked Rep. Hawker repeatedly for addressing this priority, and again we 
thank him for his efforts. We have been engaged on this bill on a number of fronts by providing 
testimony and constructive dialogue, while also exercising our lobbying effl orts. The bill recently 
passed out of the Senate Finance Committee and on to the Rules Committee for final approval for the 
Senate Floor. We recently received confirmation from staff that the bill will be scheduled for a floor 
vote in short order. 

Unemployment insurance legislation, SB 120, has also been a subject of continued work. SB 120 
provides increases in the unemployment insurance weekly benefit amount as introduced each of the past 
four years. Currently, the bill is a compromise bill worked on extensively by the State Chamber to limit 
the bill's affect on employers' bottom line. While the bill falls short of our ultimate goals, we do feel this 
is the time to settle this outstanding issue. In the past, the State Chamber has been the sole entity 
focusing on stopping the legislation. As a new sponsor of the legislation, Sen. Ellis has been 
instrumental in addressing many of the State Chamber's concern! s. 

In the past two weeks, the State Chamber has been active in shepherding the bill through the process. 
We have been successful in navigating two committees and a floor vote in two weeks. We are hoperul 
that with one committee left on the House side, the bill will pass the House and thus both legislative 
bodies this session. 

Other bills receiving attention in the recent weeks include: HB 25-Limiting liability for recreational 
purposes, HB 65-Personal Information & Confidentiality, HB 103-Bond Cap on Appeal, SB 91- Water 
discharge relating to primacy, SB 254 Alaska Regional Economic Assistance Program. The watch list is 
not limited to the above bills. There are many bills we continue to lobby on and in many cases prevent 
movement, as they would not be beneficial to Alaska's businesses. As ahvays, we continue to focus on 
strengthening our efforts as the voice of Alaska's business while continuing to build on the many good 
relationships we have with legislators. 

RFID technology in Alaska - Cutting edge Legislation Slows Down 
A bill, recently introduced by Senator Lesil McGuire, dealing with a new technology called Remote 
Frequency Identification (RFID) is under consideration. Shipping companies, credit card companies and 
a host of other businesses operating in Alaska, utilize these miniature electronic tags to track movement 
and inventories as well as conduct commerce. While Sen. McGuire was altruistically looking to protect 
personal information that may be unknowingly or knowingly electronically scanned from RFID tags, SB 
293 as introduced created a great deal of consternation and concern for many of Alaska's businesses. 
Although introduced late in the session, the bill had already cleared multiple committ! ees and headed 
for a floor vote. A companion bill was introduced on the House side and there was serious concern that 
some version of the bill would be finalized before the session ended or more importantly before Alaska's 
businesses rully understood the effects of the bill in the real world. 

In an attempt to calm a brewing storm, the State Chamber offered to work with Sen. McGuire and hold a 
series of stakeholder meetings about the use and potential misuse of RFID technology in Alaska. These 
stakeholder meetings will likely be held over the summer and would pro vide businesses currently using 
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RFID technology time to work with Sen. McGuire to draft legislation that adequately addresses their 
concerns. This process has worked well for us in regards to other bills, most recently exemplified by our 
efforts on SB 1 20-Unemployment Insurance. 

Up front, the State Chamber would like to acknowledge Sen. McGuire's willingness to work with us, 
and we really do appreciate her willingness to slow down her own personal legislation in order to 
adequately address our concerns. Other legislators might not have been as willing to sacrifice their own 
goals for their personal legislation. 

Special Session called on AGIA 

The Governor has called a 30-day special session in Juneau beginning June 3. 
The Executive Proclamation calls for legislators to review "any action taken by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Natural Resources and the Commissioner of the Department of Revenue" under AGIA. 
"This schedule is extremely aggressive," Governor Palin pointed out, in explaining the basis behind the 
dates selected. "Our plan is to comptete the findings by the week of May 19, allow legislators time to 
read and absorb the materials, provide public gasline team briefings in Anchorage, and then move to 
special session in Juneau where they have requested to meet." 

The commissioners would give notice of their findings to the legislature the week of May 19, and if they 
recommend awarding the proposed license, the legislature would then have 60 days to approve issuance 
of the license. The gasline team's schedule includes briefings in Anchorage - May 28, 29 and 30 - on the 
commissioners' findings for legislators and the public.
